The Hornet Foundation is now ina 
state of tmbo. Director Kari 
Lorentzen cleaned out his desk last 
Thursday and left for the southiand 
and a new job. No one has been picked 
to take his place. In fact, Lorentzen 
said he wasn't aware of any action to 
do so 

The responsibility of decision mak- 
ing will rest with Food Service Direc- 
tor George Welsh and Bookstore 
Manager Elroy Littlefield, unless 
something really tough comes up. In 
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that case, Lorentzen speculated the 
administration could help out, violat- 
ing the traditional non - interference 
of the administration in foundation 
affairs 

“The unit managers and the foun- 
dation accountant can handle things 
for a month,” said Lorentzen, “before 
the continuity of directorship begins 
to falter.” The process of selecting a 
successor, according to Lorentzen, 
could take a month or more 
Lorentzen recommended an acting 
director, but no action has been taken 
by the Board of Directors. He declined 
to say who he named

Vaughter said the section per- 
taining to the foundation came from 
the toundation’s own Articles of In- 
corporat They are “still valid” he 
said Any changes must be requested 
by the foundation The present Ad- 
ministrative Manual was approved by 


the foundation in Sept. 1975 

When asked if the Foundation ever 
did any research, a spokesperson said 
that “When in the past, we had money, 
we gave grants. It hasn't been done 
recently for lack of money.” 

Now that changes in the Articles of 
Incorporation are pending, revisions 
in the administrative manual are not 
automatically forthcoming. “I won't 
make a revision unless | receive 
something official from a proper 
source.” said Vaughter 


The foundation said it will make a 
request as soon as the new articles 
have been approved

Novak told the officer that he was

en route to the CSUS police station 

Officer Howe caught Parrish and 
was waiting for the other officers at 
the point where his car had been 
stolen.

Thornton talks on Harlem Rennaisance

Hortense Thorton, CSUS profes- 
sor of English, spoke last Wednesday 
night on the Harlem Renaissance 
penod in the United States. It was the 
penod “that produced a phenomenal 
cultsvation of black writers, poets, and 
literary works that became the 
predominant influence on black 
writers today.” 


“People who don’t know their his- 
tory are doomed to repeat it,” she said 
as she began her lecture and slide 
presentation. “You must understand 
that my idea of the renaissance is in 
the literary sense but Harlem brought 
together a moving force that united a 
people to the point of jubilation never 
achieved before.” 


Thorton said that blacks came 
mostly from the southern parts of the 
United States “in search of jobs, a 
better way of life and freedom.” She 
was describing the massive migration 
of blacks to the inner city of New 
York 


“Blacks were moving into a new 
way of life and Harlem was the place 
where it all began the Harlem 
Renaissance, the black cultural center 
of the world,” Thorton said. 

She said the meaning of renais- 
sance in reference to Harlem was a 
“flonshing birth of black literary writ- 


ing in Amenca”™ Black writers and 
poets struggled in vain for many years 
in an effort to portray the life and 
times of blacks in Harlem during the 
1920's Thorton said 


“White publishers shunned at the 
thought of pnnting the black writers 
matenal and flatly refused to even 
look at them, stating the matenal is 
not worthy of attention. The white 
publishers felt the material was not up 
to therr standards she said 


Countee Cullen, Langston 
Hughes, Jessie Fauset, Zora Nealy 
Fauset, and Sterling Brown were a 
number of black writers who in March 


Carter pushes for Cal 


As part of a last - minute, 24 - hour 
statewide tour, Democratic presiden- 
tial candidate Jimmy Carter held an 
unscheduled press conference at the 
Sacramento Community Convention 
Center Monday morning 


With Republican candidate Gerald 
Ford's late surge of electoral vote ac- 
cumulation, the 20 - minute 
conference was a key one for Carter 
California has the most electoral votes 
in the nation 

The conference, which featured 
media from throughout the nation, 


of 1924 were given public recognition 
for their wnting, They were called 
together at a dinner given by Charles 
S. Johnson, editor of the Urban 
League’s Journal, Opportunity. Ac- 
cording to Thorton, a number of in- 
fluential editors and publishers were 
present at this dinner One of these 
people offered to devote an entire is- 
sue of his pubhcation (Survey 
Grephic) to subjects that were of 
concern to this group of black wnters 

Thorton said, “The main reason 
for this generosity was the publishers 
cunosity They wanteé to find out 
what was going on in Harlem” 

The Survey Graphic. first 
published in 1925, as a special issue 


centered around a controversy in 
Carter's home town Plains, Ga 

Services at the Plains Baptist 
Church were cancelled Sunday whena 
black minister, the Rev. Clennon 
King, attempted to join the church 

Carter said that he did noi approve 
of the discnminatory move, but did 
not resign from the church 

“I can't resign from the human race 
because of discrimination and I can't 
resign my American citizenship 
because of discrimination,” said 
Carter, who was in a serious mood 
throughout the conference 


, 


devoted to portraying Harlem's black 
writers was called, Harlem. The Mecs 
of The New Negro. “Circulation was 
comparable to that of the major news 
magazines of the times,” said Thorton 

The magazine is now a collectors 
item and it can only be found at Yale 
University and Harvard University 

“The Harlem Renaissance was a 
very important period in the cultura! 
history of blacks in this countm.” 
Thornton said. “People look }to 
Harlem with pride.” 

In quoting Langston Hues§ a 
famous contemporary black writef of 
our times and of the Harlem Rengis- 
sance penod, Thornton says, “I wag in 
love with Harlem before I got there.”

“Therefore, | can't resign from my 
church because of discnmination.

A iunny thing happened to méthe 
other day on my way to the football!

Funehart coaches one of the most 
obscure of the autumn sports. While

Rinehart, a graduate of Rio 
Amencano High School in Sac- 
ramento, swam for the Amencan 
River College and Sacramento State 
squads fora total of four years. In ad 
dition, e has coached various 
recreauion and high schoo! swin 
teams since 1969. Last year was his 
first on the coaching staff here and his 
initial season coaching women ex 
clusively 

As to whether there was any 
difference in coaching the femal: 
swimmers, the coach said, “No there 
really isn't. My people just work really 
hard.” 

It is not too difficult to rationalize 
why a person would choose to play 
one of the “major” collegiate sports 
but why would a college co - ed want 
to spend all her time Practicing for 
such a non - glory sport? 

“Most of the girls just like to 
compete and are working for the 
nationals. Others are here to stay in 
Shape or to lose weight. One problem 
iS that sometimes they'll be on diets 
and it’s tough to do all the work on a 
low calone intake,” Rinehart said 

Even though the word on womer 

swimming does not travel like 
wildfire, obscurity does have certain 
advantages. During the first weeks of 
training, spectators at Practice are a 
real distraction, so the Privacy around 
the pool is welcome. But Rinehart’s 
Part - time faculty status serves to cut 
down on his impact on the department 
and his ability to promote his team 


Into his second season, the coach 
has only run up against one major dif 
ficulty. “I couldn't get a locker in the 
men’s gym last year. They all said | 
was supposed to get mine over in the 
women's room. I never did get a locker 
last year.” 


Sports such as women’s swimming 
will probably continue te survive in 
the shadows. But with people like Bob 
Rinehart and his dedicated team. the 
shadow of the pigskin may scoot over 
some day and give the “non 
revenues” a little paece of the action

Information on 
fault movements is fed intothe DWR 
and DMG offices 24 hours a day 

According to Dave Kessler, a sets 
mologist at the DWR, “The 50 to 60 
earthquakes we record every day are 
mostly less than three (on the Richter 
scale), We get some two's, but mostly 
one’s. We only get about one ear- 
thquake a week measuring three ~ 


he Richter magnitude number is 
Ortional to the amount of energy 
released dunng a quake A Richter 
magnitude Of SiX is 32 times greate: 
than a magnitude af five, A magnitude 
of seven is 42 temes 32. or about 1,000 
times greater than a magnitude of five 

While there is still no rehable 
technology to determine when ear 
thquakes will occur recording 
movement of the Earth's crust dunng 
earthquakes aliows geologists seis 
mologists, souls engineers, and struc- 
tural engneers to learn much about 
the nature of earthquakes in different 
geologic environments and how man 
made structures are effected by such 
motion 

The DWR and DMG are operating 
three different programs to monitor 
movement of the earth's crust 

Accelerographs are used to 
measure the minute changes in strong 
earthquake motion 

Laser - beam range finders com- 
pute honzontal! strain in the Earth’s 
crust by measuring minute changes in 
distance between mountain peaks

Handguns for cops only; 
Japanese control crime 


While the U.S. debate on whether 
to ban hand guns still rages through 
the halls of congress, it is interesting to 
note that Japan has one of the strictest 
hand gun law codes in the world 
and that the law codes were set down 
by the U.S. government 

Under Japanese law, goverment 
security officials are the only persons 
allowed to carry handguns. In ad- 
dition, hunting rifles are strictly 
regulated to those over 18 who have 
had extensive training in the use of 
weapons 

As a result, Japan, with a 
population of more than 100 million 


, 


persons, last year recorded only 17! 
violent cnmes involving the use of 
guns. Virtually all the guns used in 
these cnmes, Japanese police say, 
were unregistered and had been 
smuggled into the country 

The Japanese, ironically, owe thei 
ban on hand guns to none other than 
Cien. Wouglas MacArthur, who 
decreed dunng the occupation of 
Japan after World War I, that the 
possession of firearms was a serious 
criminal offense 

In the U.S., some 9 million 
handguns are in the possession of 
private citizens - Zodiac

Indians sue for most of Maine! 


Ihe members of two Indian tribes 
may soon be the legal owners of most 
i the state of Maine 
The New York Times reports thata 
ur - year - old lawsuit filed on behait 
of the Passamaquoddy and Penobscot 
Indian tribes has resulted in the bloc- 
king of the sale of muniapa! bonds in 
Maine. has jeopardized the ownership 
! pnvate lands and even entire towns 
and has thrown the whole state into 
egal confusion 
The lawsuit charges tha. the tribal 
ands of the two Indian groups were 


legally bargained away to local 
authonties without the needed 
consent of Congress and in violation 
of the Fkederal Nonintercourse Act ot 
1970 


The case came to public attention 
last December when a tederal court 
judge gave the justice department unti! 
November | Sth of this year to file suit 
against the state inelforts to regain the 
Indians’ land nghts 


According to Thomas Tureen, an 
attorney tor the two tnbes, the land 


rights in question involve more thar 
two thirds of the state, including some 
100 municipalities and towns, and 


freds of acres of forests owned by

international conglomerates

Were it not for the 
Its of the 1968 Presidential elec 
yn, | would find it easy to detact 
myself and trust that people would 
make the rational choice I'm not say 
ing that if Proposition 14 were not 
passed it would constitute as grave a 
threat to the nation as Richard Nix 
on’s admimstratior that would bea 
false analogy (though not nearly so ar- 
tess and absurd as Pamela Johnson's 
assertion that a ves vote would lead t 
people coming into your home t 
reorganize your babysitter). At most 
the defeat of Proposition 14 would 
umply allow milbons of tarmworkers; 
black, brown, white and yellow 
hildren, adults and old people to con 
tinue Working under substandard, un- 
sale conditions for a wage that allows 
them a lite of perpetual hunger 
sugmented by infrequent, if any 
medical care without the guaranteed 
right to collective bargain for these 
minimal! benefits 
These conditions and inhumanities 
are Nothing new. In the Seventeenth 
Century a similar situation existed in 
Ireland. Insh farmers worked the land 
owned by English absentee landlords 
and received a small portion of the 
crop as their wage The conditions of 
the disease infested tenements in 
which they lived are nearly identical to 
that of the labor camps in which the 
farmworkers live. All of these injus 
tices prompted Jonathan Swift to 
write the greatest satire in the English 
language A Modest Proposal. In 
this scathing essay he suggests a 
remedy for the two - fold problem of 
poverty and overpopulation in 
Ireland. To sell and consume their 
babies as “wholesome and nutntious 
food.” Beside the English landlords 
the attack was also aimed at the Insh 
people of economic means who ex- 
plotted their own people. This 
situation can be likened to that of the 
Chicano coyote “contratista” or labor 
contractor who acts as a middleman 
providing cheap labor to the grower 
The contrastista is well known for his 
inhumane acts such as utilizing child 
labor to break strikes, crowding 
people into unsafe modes of transpor- 
tation, taking an unfair portion of 
workers’ salanes, and even transpor- 
ting illegals to harvests and then tur- 
ning them in to the immigration 
authonties before they are paid 
The pnmary difference between 
the Insh laborers in the Seventeenth 
Century and the contemporary 
farmworker is that today they are 
organized) The UFW has made 
numerous gains, but only through sac- 
rifice, even to the extreme of loss of 
human life. Unlike the Insh, the UFW 
has maintained a strict policy of non - 
violence. They have won the right to 
have free secret ballot elections and to 
have a labor relations board which 
moniters the fairness and validity of 


elections. This is ati and well, but con- 
sidering that the legislature controls 


the funds which run the labor relations 
board, it is a simple and logical course 


1 action tor the lobbying might of 
agnbusiness to utilize a manipulated 
legislature to block tunds Notunds 
hoard no secret ballot elections 
This is why there hasn't been an elec 
since February Sensing the tac 
disadvantage of this situation 
theiMusiness has shifted its legislative 
pressure and thus the ALRB has been 
funded for one more vear. Never 
theless, the legislature controls the 
board and the lobbiests have too great 
4 control over the legislature 
Moreover the lobby is not simply a 
coalition of small farmers, it os sup- 
ported mainiy by the large con 
tributions of corporations and 
megatamilies. Although it’s true that 
65.5 per cent of the total farms in 
Cabtorma only range in size from 1-99 
acres, 10 per cent of the growers 
produce 80 per cent of the crops and 
employ 75 per cent of the workers 
Therefore, this issue does not revolve 
around the small farmer Indeed, it 
seems to me that the small farmer has 
much more to fear from agribusiness 
than the UFW or ALRB 
Regardless, the opposition has 
consistantly fed their arguments on 
the issue of invasion of property rights 
4 the small farmer. Gov. Brown has 
stated that this is not an issue. but of 
course he could be jockeying for 
political support from Cesar Chavez 
However, in as much as the United 
States Supreme Court has stated that 
invasion Of pnvacy is not an issue, we 
cannot question their political motives 
because they're not an elected body 
Nevertheless, the opposition con- 
tinues to harp on a dead issue.
